Even if they do not
apenly oppose puliing down the woolden
hieddge which has seeved ns a temporiary
vinduet they may be relied on to pursue
i policy of obstruction so long as the
cotnell will tolernte 1,

The most elfective step to bring the
rillvonds to time is to pull down the ram-
shackle hridge and open Sixteenth street
to travel and treafic across the tracks,
Such a convse will soon convinee the rail-
roads that they can well afford to comply
with the law and build a new viaduet
ricther than keep watchmen at the eross-
Ing awd assume the risk of accldents
that might cost them hundreds of thou-
sands of dollars,  In ne other elty in
the United States have the rallronds re-
colved more generous  treatmoent than
they liave In Omalin nod In no elty of ke
fmportance and population  have they
contributsd so little toward public -
provements or subjected thelr patrons to
suchuinconvenienee and exposed the pub-
lie to sueh dangers,
